College World Series 
Rated A Sports Classic 


By Abe Chanin 


IT ALL STARTED as a sort of friendly cross-country 

rivalry. 
Clint Evans, now a retired gentleman, thought collegiate 
baseball should be something more than a ‘back-yard sport’. 
So he took his University of California baseball team and 
headed east in 1938. He played the University of Denver, 
headed. into the midwest to clash with 
Big Ten teams and then continued to the 
east coast for a series with Ivy League 
clubs. 

Clint thought that collegiate baseball 
was meant to be a sport of national im- 
portance and each time he took his ball 
club east from the Golden State, he talked 
up the idea of an association. 


Fritz McKale, the official historian of the American 
Association of College Baseball Coaches, says that as far 








back as 1929 Ray Fisher of Michigan and Bill Reid of Colgate} . 


. tried to form an association. But that and numerous other 
attempts failed. 
And Clint’s barnstorming Californians were halted when 
World War II came around. When the war came to a close 
collegiate baseball was at its lowest point. 


On a May day in 1945 Joe Bedenk of Penn State and 
Everett Barnes of Colgate, so the story goes, met under an 
elm tree at State College, Penn. and laid solid plans for the 
AACBC. Eppie Barnes, at a meeting in New York City the 
following month, was named the group’s first president.

THE IDEA for a College World Series got its first solid 
shot in the arm in 1946 in Ted Williams’ famed bailiwick— 
Fenway Park. On June 14 of that year they played a College 
All-Star game there and the East beat the west 6-2. It was 
a fine game, but a $484 failure at the gate. 

The next year the College World Series was born. The 
travelling Californian was the 1947 president of the AACBC 
and he pressed for the series. 

He did a mighty fair job. For not only was the College 
World Series held in 1947 in Kalamazoo, Mich., but Evans’

“SMU, TCU Trim Player Scholarships 


By Louis Cox 


DALLAS, Tex. — Southern 
Methodist and Texas Christian 
are reducing their financial aid 
to baseball as the result of 
raids on their teams and other 
Southwest Conference clubs by 
professional baseball. , 

Other conference schools, 
however, plan no change in 
their baseball budget. 


“WE HAVEN'T | offered a 
scholarship this year and doubt 
that we will, although a definite 
policy hasn’t been established,” 
Matty Bell, athletic director at 
SMU, said. 

“What’s the use of giving a 
real outstanding boy a scholar- 
ship when he isn’t going to be 
with you long?” Bell said in 
reference to the many South- 
west Conference stars who 


have been lured into profes- 
sional baseball by high bonus 
payments in the last year. 

SMU lost three baseball stars 
to the professionals who would 
have been eligible for the vars- 
ity this past season. TCU and 
Baylor each lost two varsity 
performers and a _ freshman. 
The University of Texas lost 
two ace pitchers, 

TCU will not offer a full 
scholarship to a:baseball player, 
according to Athletic Director 
Dutch Meyer. “We will give a 
little aid, not much, Maybe 
we'll give part-time aid to three 
or four kids, 

Meyer, always a strong ad- 
vocate of baseball and who suc- 
cessfully fought to keep the 
sport in the conference during 
World War II, has lost his 
enthusiasm for the game. 


“IF EVERYBODY y' (in 
the conference) is agreeable, 
we'll drop baseball,” he says, 

Meyer said pro baseball is 
killing a lot of support “they 
can’t afford to lose.” 

Bibb Falk, coach of the 
champion University of Texas 
nine, says he hasn’t had orders 
to cut his baseball budget, but 
admitted he was discouraged 
by the raids on college baseball. 

“It isn’t often that you can 
fill up a good college club and 
it is discouraging to see it 
wrecked by pro baseball taking 
away some of the players,” he 
said. ; 

“Unless baseball agrees to 
work with’ them, tHe colleges 
should drop out of baseball,” 
continued Falk, who played for 
12 years in the majors. “Base- 
ball should be warned if an- 


other man was signed before 
finishing his eligibility, the, col- 
leges would drop out of the 
sport. But I doubt that would 
stop the people in the major 
leagues today. They’re not base- 
ball people like the McGraws, 
Comiskeys and the Macks. 
They’re business people with 
money, They won’t take care 
of their-own, the minors,” 


JESS NEELY, athletic direc- 
tor at Rice, said his school 
would have baseball as long as 
it is a conference sport. “We'll 
continue our baseball program 
as in the past with two players 
on scholarship and two or three 
on part time aid,” he added. 


“We're going to try to im- 
prove baseball at Texas A&M,” 
said Jim Myers, the school’s 
new athletic director and head 


football coach. “We're not ne- 
cessarily going to give more 
scholarships to baseball, but 
put a little more emphasis on 
getting good players.” 

George Sauer, Baylor’s ath-- 
letic director, said something 
must be done about raids on. 
college teams, but didn’t think 
cutting out baseball was the- 
way to combat it. “We'll carry | 
on basically the same baseball 
program,” -he said. “The majors. 
should come to some kind of 
agreement with the colleges, 
which seem to be the only 
proving ground for players now 
that the minors are dying.”

(Catcher Whipped Arthritis 
To Lead Harvard Triumph 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass.—One of the key figures in Harvard’s first 
clear Eastern League baseball title in history is a peppery little 
catcher who showed the Crimson how to play “efficiency” baseball— 
after recovering from arthritis, which clearly cut short his career. 


John Davis, a 5’ 10”, 155-pound backstop from Southampton, 


N. Y., became one of the chief 
reasons for WHarvard’s “clutch 
team” reputation this season, 
after spending a year recuperat- 
ing from arthritis of the affkles. 


THE 21-YEAR-OLD senior dem- 
onstrated, by his own example, 
how to make the most of a few 
hits—and the opposition’s mis- 
takes. Davis’ batting average was 
an unimpressive .227, but almost 
every one of his"15 hits was per- 
fectly timed. Moreover, he made 
many a single good for two or 
three bases by some daring run- 
ning, and, by forcing opposing 
players into miscues, 

Harvard, with the help and the 
inspiration of this sort of play, 
was easily the most “efficient” 
club in the E.I.B.L. The Crimson 
parlayed a few clutch hits into 
five one-run victories in seven 
league games, finishing with a 
7-0 record in the League. 

An astonishing number of these 
clutch hits were made by Davis. 
He delivered key blows in each of 
three consecutive league games in 
midseason, including two-run sin- 
gles which provided the differ- 
encé in victories over Brown (4-3) 
and Columbia (3-2). Against 
Princeton, he contributed to a 
four-run rally which brought Har- 
vard back to tie a favored Prince- 
ton club, 66. Then, with the 
bases loaded in the ninth, Davis 
laid down a perfect squeeze bunt 
to drive in a winning run, 


THE LITTLE CATCHER later 
went two-for-five in an 8-7 win 
over Penn., Harvard's next-to-last 
hurdle before a final pair of vic- 
tories over Dartmouth and Yale. 

Probably his most typical per- 
formance came in a game against 
Boston University, which the 
Crimson won by 6-2. In his first 
trip to the plate, Davis beat out a 
slow roller; continued to second 
on an infielder’s hasty throw; 
“| drew a wild pickoff throw from 
the pitcher and went to third; and 
scored on a fly to left,
